whatever you may imagine to have any protubcrancy a^ 
bove the level of the Sea. This new, delightful, and moft 
inftruftive form of Maf^ or Wooden CoHtttry, you are to look 
upon either Horizontally^ oifiddongy and it affords equally 
a very plcafant objed. 

Some Anatomical Ohfervations of Mil\ found in 
Veins y i/jjicad of Blood j and of Gnfs^ fonnd 
in the Wind-pipes of feme Animals. 

A curious Perfon wrote not long (ince from VarU^ that 
there they had, in iheHoufeof a Phyfician, newly opcn'd 
a Mans Vein, wherein they found Mtlk., inftead of Blood. 
This being imparted to Mr. Boyle at Oxford^ his Anfwcr 
was. That the like Obfervation about tehite Bloody had been 
made by a Learned Phyfician of hi» acquaintance, and the 
thing being by him look'd upon as remarkable, he was dc- 
firoustohave it very circumftsntially from the faid Phyfi- 
tian himfelf, before he would fay more of it. The next 
Moneth may bring us in this Account. 

The other Parricular, mention'd in the Title of this Head, 
came in a Letter, fent alfoby Mr, Bcyle^ in thefc words: 

I Qiall acquaint 50U, That two very Ingenious Men,

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tians, were invited to look upon an Ox, that had for two or 
three days almoft continually held his Ncckftrelght up, and 
was dead of a Difeafe, the Owner could not conjcdrure at j 
whereupon, the parts belonging to the Neck and Throat, 
being open d, they found, to their wonder, the Afpcra Ar~ 
teria in its very Trunk all ftufF'd with Grafs, as if it had been 
thruft there by main force : which gives a juft canfc of 
marvelling and inquiring, both how fuch a qiianiity of 
Grafs {hould get in there , andhoWj being thcrcj fuch an 
Animal could live with it fo long. 

Of a place in England, where^ -without petrify ing 
Watery Wood is turned into Stone, 

The fame Searcher of Nature^ that was alledged in the 
immediately precedent Obferv^ations^ did tjiipart alfothc 
following, in another Letter from Oxford, where he faith : 

I was a while lince vifitcd by a Gentleman, who tells ip.e, 
That he met with a Place in thefe parts of E»gknd^ where, 
ihcugh there be no petrefyingSpringffor that I particularly 
asked) Wood is turned into Stone in the Sandy Earth it fej^ 
after a better manner then by any Water I have yet feen : 
For I had the Curicfity to go to look upon pieces of Wood, 
be brought thence, and hope for the opportunity of making 
fome tryals to examine the matter a little further j. then I 
have yet been able to do. Thus far that Letter.
